memorial, the pagan nations making

time of the Puritan revolt against the

"Are you registering men for the 
United States army service?" asked 
the young man. 
"Yes,” replied 
the officer. 
"Are 
you an American citizen?” 
"No, I came from 
Mexico, 
but I 
want to join the army when the sol­ 
diers are enlisted in Laredo.” 
“Do you know that when you join 
the United States army you lose your 
Mexican 
citizenship 
and 
become a 
citizen of the United States?” 
“Then,” he said, "the best way for 
a man to gain citizenship ii? a coun­ 
try is to fight 
for the flag of 
that 
country. 
Put me 
down on the 
list 
and notify me when my services are 
wanted." 
What a patriotic example is set by 
this young m an—one who wants to 
become a full fledged citizen of this 
country and, rather tliaji apply for 
naturalization papers and go through 
a lot of rigamarole, is willing to gain 
that 
citizenship 
privilege 
on 
the 
bloody 
battlefield.

It was estim at­ 
ed that there were from 1,500 to 1,- 
800 people in the building, when a 
sheet of flame caused by a lamp ex­ 
plosion shot from a stall presided 
over by the 
Duchess 
d ’Uzes. 
The 
alarm caused a general panic, follow­ 
ed by a terrible rush for the doors, 
which were soon choked with people, 
thus preventing the escape of many 
who might otherwise have been sav­ 
ed. 
The strong trampled

weak, the young crushed the old to 
the floor. 
Before the firemen could 
arrive the roof of the bazaar crushed 
in burying numbers of those who had
